support, Bond said, “ Change 
is not enough if it is just a 
change in the faces within 
the party that has ruled the 
state for the past 28 years.”

toss, 
said 
“drastic 


changes” need to be made in 
Jefferson City. But he said 
experience is needed and that 
the next governor must be 
able to deal effectively with a 
state legislature controlled by 
the Democrats.

Look for a Nixon 
Vietnam Surprise

WASHINGTON i N E A ) 
The odds are rising that somewhere in the Oct. 18-22 
span President Nixon will spring a Vietnam war announce­ 
ment which may dash altogether Sen. George McGovern’s 
now faintly building hopes. High sources say the Nixon 
move will have a hard, convincing core to it, rather than 
a tone of vague promise. 
If the plan comes off as presently projected, the Presi­ 
dent will not begin his heavy on-the-road campaigning 
until his announcement is made. On the assumption that 
it will be well received, the thinking is that Mr Nixon’s 
Iwo weeks of political travel could take on the air of a 
triumphal tour. 
This strategy would delay by one week the original 
schedule which called for the President to hit the trail 
steadily by Oct. 14-15. It does not preclude quick in-and- 
out trips like the Oct. 12 parade-and-rally venture to 
Atlanta to show the GOP flag in the Deep South 
Speaking of the President’s evident intent to pull off a 
good one in the closing weeks, a friend says: 
• The President has been waiting for this moment for a 
long time. He’s been done to death with Democrats’ late- 
hour coups (like Lyndon Johnson’s Oct. 31 bombing halt 
in 1988). You can just bet he’s not going to let this oppor­ 
tunity slip away.” 
Mr 
Nixon, always conscious of political timing and 
getting frequent advice on the subject, seems to think 
very late-hour moves like L B J ’s are unwise, that there’s 
more benefit from earlier steps which have a chance to 
sink in with voters and may enhance a candidate’s final 
crowds. 
The planned Nixon coup does not reflect fear in the 
White House and other GOP circles that McGovern is 
seriously closing the wide gap most public and private 
polls show still exists between the two presidential nomi­ 
nees. The President has something else in mind. Says a 
knowledgement Republican analyst: 
Tie wants to see some records tumble. He’d like to 
silence all that talk that he can’t be a big winner.” 
Matching or beating Johnson’s 61 per cent in 1964 and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 60.8 per cent in 1936 may be too 
high a goal, despite today’s one-sided polls putting Nixon 
in that range. 
What would be deeply satisfying to the President would 
be to surpass the landslide margins run up in 1952 and 
1956 by national hero Dwight D. Eisenhower on the Repub­ 
lican ticket. Ike’s well-remembered best showing, in 1956, 
gave him 57 per cent of the vote and a winning margin of 
9.5 million votes. 
The Democrats’ early season jibes at Nixon as a man 
who fades under campaign pressures and nearly blows it 
probably were a strategic mistake. They have only 
heightened his determination to apply a crusher to Mc­ 
Govern in what will, ot course, be the President’s last 
election campaign of his lifetime. 
Nixon clearly relishes his unique chance to command 
events in a political situation. Only a president, obviously, 
has so sure an opportunity. 
McGovern, ot course, is the one who really needs the 
big coup. My newest nationwide telephone survey of the 
states produces ample testimony that he is a little better 
off' generally than a month ago. but that few think he can 
make it a close race unless he "gets a big break” or 
"catches fire.” So far, nothing like this has happened. 
Meantime, Mr. Nixon doesn’t mind too much McGov­ 
ern’s charges that he is "in hiding.” Yes, the President 
likes the open tight. But it’s also nice to sit there, waiting, 
with one hand on a nice fat surprise package.

Dear Dr. Lamb—My hus­ 
band was told by his doctor 
to go on a low cholesterol 
diet for four months and then 
he would check him again 
I know the foods to avoid like 
ice cream, gravy, chocolate, 
fried f oods , etc., but I’m 
wondering about fruits when 
he 
is 
h u n g r y 
(apples, 
oranges, and bananas, etc.). 
What about canned vegeta­ 
bles as long as they are 
packed in w a t e r . Can he 
drink beer? 


Dear Header—As far as 
cholesterol content is con­ 
cerned, none of the vegeta­ 
bles or fruits or plants con­ 
tain cholesterol. It’s only an­ 
imal products such as meats, 
dairy products, and eggs, 
t h a t 
contain 
cholesterol. 
There is no reason why your 
husband couldn’t eat fruits 
and vegetables and no rea­ 
son from the cholesterol or 
fat point of view why he 
couldn’t drink beer. 


Your doctor may h a v e 
wanted your husband to go 
on a low fat, low cholesterol 
diet since just limiting the 
cholesterol alone in the diet 
often won’t accomplish so 
much. S u c h a diet would 
h a v e to consist of fruits, 
vegetables, lean meats (like 
round steak with all the ex­ 
cess fat r em o v e d ), fish, 
chicken and low fat or forti­ 
fied skim milk, and if your 
h u s b a n d needs to lose 
weight, he should avoid all 
high calorie foods, including 
concentrated sweets, and fat 
of any kind whether it is 
vegetable or animal. 
Without controlling obesity 
most d i e t programs are 
doomed to failure in prevent­ 
ing fatty deposits in the ar­ 
teries 
(atherosclerosis). 
A 
gradual fat reduction with 
continued prevention of obes­ 
ity combined with a low fat, 
low cholesterol diet seems 
to work best. 
The most commonly eaten 
food high in cholesterol is the

The two young men had been on heroin and now were 
in a therapeutic house in the Washington area learning 
to break the habit 
They were quite impressive, both of them. They seemed 
to be on the way. Talking with them was the sort of 
experience that gave you hope. 
The secret of their progress seemed to lie in a lew 
simple things 
They lived under stringent, rigid rules 
which they knew they could not break They knew the 
penalties for violations, and they knew these penalties 
would be enforced. They had definite responsibilities 
and there was no shying away from those responsibilities. 
When it was necessary, they were dressed down like 
they had never been dressed down in their lives. They 
could leave if they couldn't take it. They lived in absolute 
honesty 
No one in the house they stay in minced any words 
about what they thought about what anyone else in the 
house was doing, or how he did it. In return, the two 
young men did not shy away from absolute frankness in 
saying what they thought about the other young men 
and women in the house — to their faces. 
But there were rules as to when that could be done too. 
They had been, they said, young men who insisted on 
doing what they wanted to do when they wanted to do it. 
They hadn’t at home, at school or at work, wanted to 
be told to do anything — and certainly not by a time 
schedule. They hadn’t had responsibility. 
Now they were living with all these things. And liking it. 
But they were having trouble with the outside world. 
Outside people they had contact witn (their parents) 
found it difficult to deal with their frankness. 
They weren’t certain why they'd gone on dope. Neither 
one biamed his parents. Neither knew what his parents 
could have done. One thought perhaps his mother had 
been too easy on him. hadn’t given him enough responsi­ 
bility. Maybe, he said, she had given him too much 
money to spend and not asked enough of him. His step­ 
father had tried to interest him in his business, but he 
didn’t respond. 
Now, when he’s cured, he wants to go into his step­ 
father’s business, learn the trade. He thinks he was a 
child. He is certain he’s slowly growing up now and can 
take it. 
The other young man. a black, said he had been very 
close to his parents. They went everyplace together, not 
because he was forced to. but because he liked being 
with them. 
But he was bored with school, began hanging around 
with other young dropout types, drifted into dope when 
the others invited him. 
What would have kept him in school? He doesn’t know, 
but did mention he'd wanted to write poetry but was 
afraid to mention it to his teachers because it might 
make people think he wasn’i manly enough. 
There was no doubt this young man was growing up 
too. But it seemed he was somewhat concerned about 
what he would do when he left the house. He didn’t want 
to go back to his old friends, the ones he’d gotten in 
trouble with. That could lead to the same old problem 
over again. But how w’ould he relate to straight people 
who hadn’t had the experiences he’d been through’.' What 
would they talk about or do together? 
There are certainly no general conclusions to be drawn 
about the drug problem from these talks with just two 
young men. But the fact that both came from very 
different family situations and viewed their own reasons 
for turning to drugs in very different w'ays is a suggestion 
of the complexity of this “ disease” and a reason it has 
been so difficult to eradicate.

Addison says his station is 
getting a device which reads 
printed material on paper and 
transorms it into raised letters 
which a blind person can feel 
with the tips of his fingers. 
Weidlich spent 13 years as a 
child at the St. Louis School 
for the Blind, and he learned 
more than reading, writing and 
arithmetic while he was there. 
Among other things, he 
learned to play the piano and 
now heads a three-man blind 
band, which occasionally plays 
at dances and weddings. The 
combo is called the “ Soul 


Seers,” a name picked up from 
a plaque at the school which 
says: “ It is the soul that sees. 
Weidlich was prepared to be 
a teacher when he left St. 
Louis University, but instead 
tried for a job in television.

Inflation, the basic “pocketbook” issue in any 
national political campaign, may well come to the fore 
in the final two weeks of the Nixon - McGovern 
contest. The Labor Department is scheduled to release 
its final pre-election report on consumer prices on 
Friday, Oct. 20, and both parties are sure to analyze 
the data with an eye to electoral gain.

Nixon’s announced target is to reduce inflation to an 
annual rate of 2 to 3 per cent by the end of 1972. If 
recent trends continue, the goal will be reached — 
presumably blunting the Democrats’ last-minute drive 
for votes. Last month’s consumer price index reported 
that August prices were 2.9 per cent higher than a year 
earlier, when Nixon first imposed wage-price controls, 
compared with a rise of 4.4 per cent in the 12 months 
before that. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers, says food prices have risen by 
3.7 per cent in the past year and meat prices by 11.6 
per cent. But he insists that “the American people are 
better fed, and for a lower proportion of their income, 
then ever before.” At least one housewife finds fault 
with Stein’s appraisal. “Here we are, spending more 
and more and getting 
less, but the Nixon economists

Look for a Nixon 
Vietnam Surprise

WASHINGTON tNKA) 
The odds are rising that somewhere in the Oct. 18-22 
span President Nixon will spring a Vietnam war announce­ 
ment which may dash altogether Sen, George McGovern’s 
now faintly building hopes. High sources say the Nixon 
move will have a hard, convincing core to it, rather than 
a tone ot vague promise 
If the plan comes off as presently projected, the Presi­ 
dent will not begin his heavy on-the-road campaigning 
until his announcement is made. On the assumption that 
it will be well received the thinking is that Mr Nixon’s 
two weeks of political travel could take on the air of a 
triumphal tour. 
This strategy would delay by one week the original 
schedule which called for the President to hit the trail 
steadily by Oct. 14-15. It does not preclude quick in-and- 
out trips like the Oct. 12 parade-and-rally venture to 
Atlanta to show the GOP Hag in the Deep South 
Speaking of the President’s evident intent to pull ofT a 
good one in the closing weeks, a friend says: 
The President has been wailing for this moment for a 
long time He's been done to death with Democrats’ late- 
hour coups (like Lyndon Johnson’s Oct. 31 bombing halt 
in 1968». You can just bet he’s not going to let this oppor­ 
tunity slip away.” 
Mr Nixon, always conscious ot political timing and 
getting frequent advice on the subject, seems to think 
very late-hour moves like L B J’s are unwise, that there’s 
more benefit from earlier steps which have a chance to 
sink in with voters and may enhance a candidate’s final 
crowds. 
The planned Nixon coup does not reflect fear in the 
White House and other GOP circles that McGovern is 
seriously closing the wide gap most public and private 
polls showr still exists between the two presidential nomi­ 
nees. The President has something else in mind. Says a 
knowledgement Republican analyst: 
He wants to see some records tumble He’d like to 
silence all that talk that he can’t be a big winner.” 
Matching or beating Johnson’s 61 per cent in 1964 and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 60.8 per cent in 1936 may be too 
high a goal, despite today’s one-sided polls putting Nixon 
m that range. 
What would be deeply satisfying to the President would 
be to surpass the landslide margins run up in 1952 and 
1956 by national hero Dwight D. Eisenhower on the Repub­ 
lican ticket Ike's well-remembered best showing, in 1956. 
gave him 57 per cent of the vote and a winning margin ot 
9 5 million votes. 
The Democrats’ early season jibes at Nixon as a man 
who fades under campaign pressures and nearly blows it 
probably were a strategic mistake 
They have only 
heightened his determination to apply a crusher to Mc­ 
Govern in what will, of course, be the President's last 
election campaign of his lifetime 
Nixon clearly relishes his unique chance to command 
events in a political situation Only a president, obviously, 
has so sure an opportunity. 
McGovern, ot course, is the one who really needs the 
big coup My newest nationwide telephone survey of the 
states produces ample testimony that he is a little better 
Off generally than a month ago. but that few think he can 
make it a close race unless he ' gets a big break” or 
“ catches fire.”

Dear Reader—As far as 
cholesterol content is con­ 
cerned, none of the vegeta­ 
bles or fruits or plants con­ 
tain cholesterol. It’s only an­ 
imal products such as meats, 
dairy products, and eggs, 
t h a t 
contain 
cholesterol. 
There is no reason why your 
husband couldn’t eat fruits 
and vegetables and no rea­ 
son from the cholesterol or 
fat point of view why he 
couldn’t drink beer. 


Your doctor may h a v e 
wanted your husband to go 
on a low fat, low cholesterol 
diet since just limiting the 
cholesterol alone in the diet 
often won’t accomplish so 
much. S u c h a diet would 
h a v e to consist of fruits, 
vegetables, lean meats (like 
round steak with all the ex­ 
cess fat r e m o v e d), fish, 
chicken and low fat or forti­ 
fied skim milk, and if your 
h u s b a n d needs to lose 
weight, he should avoid all 
high calorie foods, including 
concentrated sweets, and fat 
of any kind whether it is 
vegetable or animal 
Without controlling obesity 
most d i e t programs are 
doomed to failure in prevent­ 
ing fatty deposits in the ar­ 
teries 
(atherosclerosis). 
A 
gradual fat reduction with 
continued prevention of obes­ 
ity combined with a low fat, 
low cholesterol diet seems 
to work best.

Fhey were quite impressive, both of them. They seemed 
to be on the way. Talking with them was the sort ot 
experience that gave you hope. 
The secret ol their progress seemed to lie in a few 
simple things They lived under stringent, rigid rules 
which they knew they could not break They knew the 
penalties for violations, and they knew these penalties 
would be enforced. They had definite responsibilities 
and there was no shying away from those responsibilities 
When it was necessary, they were dressed down like 
they had never been dressed down in their lives. They 
could leave it they couldn't take it They lived in absolute 
honesty 
No one in the house they stay in minced any words 
about what they thought about what anyone else in the 
house was doing, or how he did it.

“ Y ou’re a great guy,” his boss told him. “ Y ou’re hard 
working, y o u ’re bright and you don’t goof off. But it just can ’t 
go on. With your knack for getting into accidents, one day 
y o u ’re going to get killed and I’m going to lose my business. 
Trudging over to the unem ployment bureau with a heavy 
heart, Looey reluctantly applied for unem ployment benefits. 
“ Sorry, M ac,” he was told. “ But you were fired. Anyone 
w ho’s fired for cause isn’t entitled to unem ployment benefits.’. 
“ 1 wasn’t fired because I didn ’t do my jo b ,” protested Looey. 
“ I was bounced so that my boss could have som e peace of mind. 
He worried about me. He also worried about having to maintain 
a charge account for me at all the local hospitals.” 
Denied benefits, Looey took his claim to court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JU D G E , would you permit accident 
prone Looey to collect unem ployment benefits? 
This is how the judge ruled: Y ES! The judge held that a 
person is not disqualified from receiving unemployment benefits 
unless he is unemployed due to willfulness or m isconduct, 
which does not include carelessness. In this case, concluded the 
judge, Looey was fired because he was accident prone and not 
because of any willful act of m isconduct on his part.

L O U IS (AP) - Some 
daytime television viewers in 
St. Louis have been wondering 
why the news anchorman on 
K P L R - T V 
wears 
sunglasses 
d u r i n g

Those bold enough to call

that 
anchorman John Weidlich is 
blind. 
“ They want to know if he’s 
some kind of weirdo,” says 
News 
Director Bill Addison. 
“ When we tell them John is 
blind, the reaction is good.” 
Weidlich, 
26, 
joined 
the 
station in February as a news 
writer, editor and coassignment 
editor, and his goal was to

when the station

I ’m 
awfully 
grateful that the station was 
willing to take a chance with 
me," said Weidlich, who holds 
two degrees in English from St. 
Louis University, as well as a 
Phi Beta Kappa key.

was 
a 
chance, 
first, 
because 
I ’ve 
never 
done 


on-theair 
work 
before, 
so 
there’s 
a 
certain 
lack 
of 
experience. 
And 
second, of 
course, is taking the chance on 
the unfamiliar concept of a 
blind newscaster,” he said. 
General Manager Jim Herd 
says he doesn’t feel the station 
has taken any chances by using 
Weidlich 
on 
the 
air. 
“ His 
performance 
ever 
since 
he 
joined our station has been 
phenomenal,” Herd said. 
The only special procedure 
for Weidlich’s newscasts is that 
two separate sets of stories are 
assembled one in braille for 
Weidlich and another in regular 
type for 
the producer. The 
station also uses a finger-snap 


cue rather than the traditional 
hand wave to signal that he is 
on the air. 
W e i d l i c h 
also 
makes 
telephon e 
calls 
to 
police 
departments in the St. Louis 
area to keep up-to-date on the 
latest happeneings and takes 
reports from the station’s other 
newsmen in the field by radio 
phone. 
He takes the information 
on his braille writer and then 
transcribes it on a typewriter 
into scripts for use on news 
programs. 
Weidlich says an obvious 
handicap in his work is that he 
is unable to read news wire 
copy 
or 
stories written 
by 


other newsmen, but the station 
is going to solve that problem 
soon. 
Addison says his station is 
getting a device which reads 
printed material on paper and 
transorms it into raised letters 
which a blind person can feel 
with the tips of his fingers. 


Weidlich spent 13 years as a 
child at the St. Louis School 
for the Blind, and he learned 
more than reading, writing and 
arithmetic while he was there. 
Among 
other 
things, 
he 
learned to play the piano and 
now heads a three-man blind 
band, which occasionally plays 
at dances and weddings. The 
combo 
is 
called 
the “ Soul 


Seers,” a name picked up from 
a plaque at the school which 
sitys: “ It is the soul that sees.” 


Weidlich was prepared to be 
a 
teacher when 
he left St. 
Louis University, but instead 
tried for a job in television.

campaign to get
